Upon looking over the enclosed correspondence from 


Mr. Agent Loring it is perceived that he has been at great 


pains to make the matter as plain as possible to the Depart- 


ment concerning the requirements of the Indiana referred 
to. Considering the locality and the excessive cost of 
living there his estimate of $3335.95 forthe cost of the 
proposed building seems to me quite reasonable as it must 
be borne in mind that mich of the material will have to 

be imported at a heavy cost of transport, while for the 
material procured locally, such as logs, etc., require in 
their manipulation much skilled labour which is necessarily 
high in that portion of the Superintendency.

Im result of a conference, on the 19th of July last, be- 
tween the agsistant Secretary of the Department, yourself, Chief 
Teach William and other Indians of both Forts Babine and myself, 
at thie Agency, attending, and according your letter # 204, R-5, 
dated the Sth of October last, concerning inter alia a school 
being established, at Fort Babine, I have the honour to enclose 
herewith plane of ground floor, elevation and estimates and spe- 
cifications, in duplicate, respectively. 

In dicrimination to ail 
submitted, many of the most profitable and practical features, 
adapted to local conditions, etc., etc., were derived consequent 
the erection of the salmon hatchery building on Sabine lake. 

The delay in this matter was occasioned by corresponding with 
the Revd. Pathers Bunoz, 0.M.I., and N. Coccola, Stuart Lake 
Mission, Stuart Lake, B.C. 

Thereafter, I had to await the lat- 
ter's arrival here, on the 15th ultimo. Then, in endeavouring to 
get at the cost of the material, interviewed the Manager of Hag- 
elton Post, Hudson's Bay Company, and found that he could not 
give me the price of a pair of hinges, at the selling price, at 
Babine. 

and, since the lumber has to be whipsawed by the Indians 
there, and they have no conception of running feet, but only ac- 
cording arrangements by the piece, I finally had to resort to 
get all my information by corresponding with the Manager of the 
Hudson's Bay Company's Post of that locality. 

The main body of the proposed school building there is desired 
to be of logs for reasons of avoiding as much as possible the

high cost of lumber there, and have a warmer building for the 
winter and much cooler for the extremely hot weather during the 
summers - 

On estimating the cost thereof, complete, it will am- 
ount, in summary, to $3,555.95. This amount may seem large, but 
such is not the case, considering that the material has to be 
whipsawed and dressed by hand; also, primarily, the material is 
for some distance to be brought; pesides the cost of hardware, 
imported at mhigh rate, etc., is considerable. 

Aside of the foregoing, but appositely in connection with the 
establishment of the said school by the Department, I here beg 
leave to recommend that the Teacher's salary should be no less 
than $500.00, or better $600.00 per annum, for reasons of extra- 
ordinary costes of subsistence in the locality referred to. 

The building will afford the Teacher's reeidence. 

Upon the establishment of this school, it is calculated to 
serve for the attendance of children of Fort Babine and 01d Fort 
Babine alike, of whom there are, of school age, 48, collectively, 
or about 24 belonging to each.

This point is located on Babine Lake about 30 miles 3.&. 
of Fort Babine. A school survey indicates that there are 79 chil- 
dren 16 years of age and under at t 4s point, Of this number 4 
are in the age group 6 to 16. The pre-school age population is $3. 
Although the number of school age children would appear to warrant 
the construction of a two room school, due to the nomadic life of 
many of the families it is felt that a one room would probably neet 
the actual need. 


I might say that « 0 operated at this point up 
until March of 1940 when the present teacher at Fort Babine was 
transferred from 01d r At the time of his transfer there were 
23 pupils enrolled in the 01d Fort School, with an average attendance 
of 11.3. The school apparently remained closed, partly because of 
the acute teacher shortage. 


Tne building in use was an old structure rented from one

The Department was furnished sone tine ago by 
Mr. Supt. Vowell with a copy of your lotter to M 
Lorenp regarding the possibility of affording better 
educational facilities for the Indians of the North Yest 
Agency 8.C. In your communication you susgested the 
improvement of the Day School on the Aiyunish Reserve and 
stated that the Indians were willing to set apart 170 acres 
of their Reserve for schvol purposes if something could be 
done te teach them farming. The Department will be willing 
to carry out a plan for extending the usefulness of the 
day schools when it is assured that the time is ripe and 
the corditions favorable for doing so. full information 
should be forthcoming as to whether there would be a 
sufficient number of children permanently on the Reserve 
to justify the exponditure of the amount necessary to 
properly conduct a now type of school, 

When this fact is establisiicd there is still the 


question of securing the services of a teacher with the

the conditions of life in their homes, It need hardly be 
pointed out that the success of the vroposed plan depends 
largely on the persons selected te inaucurate it; they 
shoulé capable beyond 211 doubt of carrying on the work in 
which they are to be engarced, Tho Departnent is of the 
opinion that only such persons ts are well versed in the 
useres of the country and have the welfare and improvement 
of tho Indian at heart should be employed in this work, 
May I ask that you will give this matter careful 
consiteration and report to the Department at your early 
convenience , for it would be advisable te have the new 
rrangements made at an early date so that any field or 
en vork may be taken up in good time, Would you also 
to state what would be corsidered a fair

Absence from the mainland at Massett, |&.C.I. has 
delayed my answering your letters of Feb 13 and 19, Yo 
67,340-1, and 125,342-1 which awaited my return. 

. I take these letters as asking for my candid opinion 
upon what we all feel to be a most difficult problem. Let 

me say firet that I am most anxious to assist the Department 
in every possible way in carrying out their new policy of 
improved Day Sehools. I have thought the matter over long 
and carefully and discussed it with some of our missionaries. 
I an quire willing to sacrifice denominational pride for 

the best interests of the Indians. Allow me to express my 
views feeely in hope of helping the cause. 

1. Wo one policy will suit all parte of Canada. It is 


necessary to modify a general policy according to local 


conditions. The policy of an improved day school as oute ( 


lined by the Department seems to suggest the Prairies rather 
then British Columbia. 
2. SGpeaking for the Church of England in Northern British 
Columbia let me try and explain the local conditions. 

We vegan Christian work among the Coast Indians over 
fifty years ago. Our 2,300 Christianized Indians have their 
homes in villages, most of trem live in modern houses, ' 
drews well 4. In almost every village there is a clergyman 
and his wife and farily. The clergyman is practically a 


doctor, 


Vithous 
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Without any remuneration he is constantly tending the 
sick, gives practical advice, tells them the danger of 
evil germs, urges them to keep their houses clean, his 
wife (like Irs. Collison of Kineolith) is constantly giving 
the women hénts in domestic matters, there is 4 day school 
in the village, usually taught by a white woman, a single 
lady who lives with the missionary and his wife. It would 
be impossible for a single lady to live elsewnere in the 
village. The cost of reaching these villages up the rivers 
%o is considerable. The freight on food 4. is excessive, 
and yet the Department only allows $300.00 a year, sub ject 
to reduction, to keep up this Day School, pay travelling 
expenses and teacher's salary. I have inspected the Day 
Schools at Metlacatia, Kitkatla, Nassett, Fineolith, Lakkal- 
zap, Aiyansh, Gitwangak, Hazelton é&. and found, not as I 
have found east of tie Rockies, three or four children in 
a school, but from fifteen to forty five. The younger 
generation of our Indians have all passed through these 
Day Schools and the result is far beyond what the Departe 
ment could possible expect fror such inadequate support. 
I have heard a young Indian man read the lessons in Church 
in Pnglish better than many white men could and yet he had 
had no other education than that obtained at the village 
day school. Viewed in the light of relative expenditure 
I have no hesitation in saying that there has been far 
greater returns from the Day School than the so galled 
Industrial School which on the per capita system could not 
appord to keep firat class trades instructors. It is on 
this ground that I appeal to the Department to use some of 
the money saved from the closing of our MNetiacatle Industrial 
School and strengthen these Day Schools which under great 


disadvantages have accomplished so much good. 
It seems

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It seems invidious for me to name two of these Day 
Schools and leave the others out. I mentioned Vassett be-~ 
cause it is the largest Day School, 50 on the roll, and the 
place is 80 miles from the mainland, and Aiyaneh because 
@ school midway between Alyansh and Gitlakdamiks would 
answer both villages and give a good number of Children but 
all these Day Schools should be considered and an increased 
grant made, 

Accepting the policy of the improved Day School and 
applying it to our local Gonditions here what are the 
modifications necessary? 

From the Gescription given of our villages it will be 
Seen that a nurse is scarcely needed. Some one should heve 
authority to inspect the Indian houses and order @ thorough 
disinfecting once or twice & MEKEX year, 

Except in the ease of a School midway between Aiyansh 
and Gitledariks a mid-day meal does not Seem necessary, 
Many of out Indians are acopting out food, They all have 
kitchen stoves, They know how to cook. They are not in 
want. It is mistaken policy for the Government to relteve 
the parents ie duty of providing for their children, 

In revard to industrial training, very few of the child- 
ren attending day school are old enough to profit from a 
course of industrial training. 

The very best thing the Government could do for our 
Indians is to employ a firet class carpenter and boat-builder 
and have him visit our villages in turr forming classes of 
young men from 16 Up. Most of our Indians are very quick 
with tools, the Vassett men build fine schooners, aA skilled 
White man could teach them much that would be most useful 
in a short Course. It would not be necessary to visit each 


village 
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villace each year. 
.@ now mention the one greet difficulty in the way 
of raking the D Seho e 1 need of the ordinary 
Indian child. Absence from home at certain seasons. If 
our Indians lived all the yeer round in their villages 
there would be no need whatever for Boarding Schools or 
Industrial Schools except one central undenominaéional 
one for a few of the most promising and perfectly soukd 
children, but this is not the case. The cannery senson 
from June 15 to Sept. lat. does not seriously interfere 
as most of this is vacation time, but in most of our villages 
there is another season which comes in Yarch or April when 
the patents go off and take their children, Theynwould 
gladly leave them behind them if we could in any way house 
and feed them for a few weeks. I have thought mush over 
this and takked it over with our leading missionaries. 
They 211 agree that this is the probleme 
Meet this difficulty 4 > Day School is all that the 
ordinary child needs, and the parents wil) not feel the 
separation as in the case of a distant Boarding School. 
child might 28 well be de paid e mother bitterly when 
she found she could : ret her child back for eight years. 
In some cases only a few of the prople go away at one 
time. If we had a man and his wife in charge, a tent that 
would hold a dozen children, with blankets é& might meet 
the need. I think the parents would be willing to provide 
their children during tneir absence. Our Wissionare- 
co-operate as they see the importance of 
keeping the children at sohool.

Regarding the dismissal of Miss Chasteney, 
acher of the Alyansh Indian school, Nass River, by 

Mr. Inspector Tyson, as stated in her letter of the 5th 
instant, I beg to say that this i¢ the first intimation 
the Department has received that Miss Chasteney'’s ser- 
vices have been dispensed with and there is nothing on 
file to show that Mr, Tyson consulted the Department 
before dismissing her, 

The school was opened in December, last, and 
the only reports received are two from Mr, Agent Perry 
for the months of April and May, last. In the April 
report he states that the school is being conducted with 
apparently satisfactory results. There is nothing to 
show, however, that he visited the school since it has 
been opened, In the May report he states that the shil- 
dren are all leaving for the canneries at Port Nelson 
and that Miss Chasteney is taking her holidays duping the 
months of July and August, as he had been unable to arrange 
with the cannery management to have a& summer school there. 


In this report he calls attention to the friction 


Whi ch 
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which exists betweon the field matron and the two young 
tewehers, He says that Miss Royds, the field matron,is 
doing Well at Aiyansh and her work is fully appreciated 
by the Indians, It has been reported to him that the 
school is often closed when it should be open. The 
teacher and matron are living apart and there is no 
co-operation that would have a tendency to make the 


work of the school effective, He thinks that the 
trouble lies in the fact that the teacher, who is young 


and just from the Normal school, together with Miss 
Bowen, who is also a young girl straight from Normal 
school, looked to Miss Royds to do all the housewory 
cooking, etc., and were unwilling to do their share in 
the housdwork and other domestic duties, Instead of 
getting Indian help they quarrelled and separated, The 
Indians are ready to see that friction exists and the 
effect is not good from any point of view, He recom 
mends the appointment of a more experienced and older 
person to take charge after: the vacation, if one can be 
secured, 

Possibly Mr. Inspector Tyson had received a 
similar report and acted on it. Apparently Miss Chasteney 
was not suitable for the position and the interests of 


the school called for the appointment of another teacher,

Mr, Green in his report recently received on 
the Kitladamax and Alyansh villages states that he has 
ascertained that one of the objections of the Indians of 
each of these Wiliages to the continuance of day schools 
was the fact that a promise had been held out to them by 
Rev, Mr, McOullough that a boarding school to accommodate 
both Villages would be erected and maintained by the 
Department.

While on my vacation in Vancouver,Mr.Perry saw fit to é@iscontinue 
my services without aseenren any other reason than that he had decided to 
appoint a resident teacher at Gitladamiks,and it was only quite netural 
that there should be two or three unpaid accounts left behind,for when I 
left,it was with the understanding that I was to go back.For this reason 
I eannot understand why he should write stating that it was an offence for 
any one in the employ of the Indian Department to buy anything from the 
Indians,when both he and Mr.Tyson both assured me it would be quite per- 
misgable to buy what little souvenirs I might wish for my own use. 


I wrote to Mr.Perry regardi my return fare,which I understood 
the Department would pay, but he has not had the courtesy to answer,and IT 
would like to have you advise whet will be done in this matter. 


My pay cheques for the second cuarter is now overdue,and ag the 
pay cheques for all the teachers on the river have been held up last 
winter for at least three weeks each time,I would like to see some actiTon-. 
taken to correct this,and not make it necessary for the vartous teachers 
to write to Mr Perry to forward the cheques. 


You will see in the copy of letter attached,that several other 
little matters are touched upon,and I will be pleased to BAve you advise 
regarding them,for Ithink that I am at least entitled to fair treatment, 
and it is my intention,if I do not get it,to go the the right quarter,and 
demand an investigution into the various little irregularities of the Naas 
River Agency.

When this school was in operation the teacher re- 
ceived a salary Of $75.00 per month and $100.00 a year for 
rent of teacher's residence, He was also allowed fuel and 
light. 


At the time this school was in operation there 
Was an 6nrolment of 18 children, with an average attendance 
of 10, In a report te the Department dated Mar ch 3lst, 1918, 
frow Miss Sturges, who was teaching at Aiyansh “stated that, 
after the flood of November, 1917, the whole village of 
Aiyansh was moving to Gitlakdamiks and that a new school 
was expected by the Indians at that point. 


I am unable to ascertain the number of children 
of school age there are at present at Gitlakdamiks, but no 
dobt there are sufficient to warrent the re-opening of 
the scioel,. 


The terms under which Agent Oollison wishes to 
engage Capt. Jackson are the same as were allowed the former 
teacher of this school.

EXTRACT from Inspector Barry's Report 
regarding his visit to the GITLADAMICKS INDIAN 
DAY SCHOOL on October 7th, 1931. 


Original on File 168-32A-6. 


I do not believe that any great success can 
be attained by this school till we have a trained 
teacher working in a properly designed schoolroom 
quite separate from the Anglican Mission. This 
present plan of having an untrained missionary attempt 
to teach the school, as well as do his other missionary 
work is very unsatisfactory. 


I attended a village council meeting, after 
my inspection of the school. It was made quite clear 
to me that the people wish for the proper education 
for their children, and that they are very anxious to 
have a separate school building, better situated in the 
village. 


I inspected several sites, and believe that 
one on open ground, to the back of and between the 
houses of lirs. Brown and Mr. Wilkans, would prove very 
satisfactory for the small school which this village 
so badly requires.

The Department is in receipt of the June quarter 
return of the Gitledamieks Indian Day Sehool. 


It ie noted that thie return is signed by Rev. 
Sommel Kinley and states thet he took eharge of the schoo 
on 15th. In prepering the return, he states that the 
sehool was open for thirty-three (535) days during the 
quarter and it would, therefore, appear that the return that 
has been forwarded only eovers the period during which Rev.

In reply I beg to say that if you can obtain a suitable 
native worker, who would be able to concuct classes with some benefit 
to the Indian children, the pepartment will approve of the appoint- 
ment. The salary we would pay a native teacher would be at the 
rate of $50 per teaching month, without allowances. If you can 
arrange to obtain a native teacher, you may have him open the 
school ani carry on the classroom work until such time as a 
qualified teacher can be obtained.

The Reverend S. Kinley is the local Anglican Missionary. 
He has had no Normal Training whatever. In 1934 he attended 
the summer school in Victoria and received the usual Provincial 
certificates in Primary Work as well as the usual Provincial 
certificates in Rural and Indian Problems, His Summer School 
work helped him during the following year. I have done my 
best to indicate and demonstrate the best methods to be followed 
in teaching these Indian children; but the result of all the 
effort expended here has been very disappointing in that very 
poor progress is being made by the pupils, 

The Missionary is of course doing his best to instruct 
the children, as well as to carry on the other duties that fall 
to his lot, Missionary Work, care of the sick, Etc. Owing partly 
to his lack of professional training, but more to his natural 
lack of teaching ability, he simply is not able to get worth while 
results in this school. 


In addition to again demonstrating methods and in- 
dicating the extent of work to be covered in each Grade and Sub 
Grade, I particularly asked the Missionary to be much stricter 
with the children, particularly the small girls, whose conduct 
in school leaves much to be desired. On several occasions during 
my tour up the Coast the Indians from this village complained to 
me that the children are permitted to play in school, talk when 
they should be working, and even carry on heated discussions 
on such subjects as witchcraft, making accusations that such 
practices were being carried on by members of the families of 
other children, All the above, I am informed, takes place in 
Indian and without the knowledge of the teacher, who apnnears to 
the Indians to be quite unable to control the children, I in- 
structed the teacher to punish the children if necessary, but 
to get control in any case, and I informed him that the Indians 
were complaining, though he knew this as they had spoken to him 
also about the lack of discipline, The Indians like the Rev. 58. 
Kinley as a Missionary but ask for a trained teacher in his placé 


I would strongly recommend that as soon as possible a 
proper school be built in this village, and a trained teacher 
appointed who is also a trained nurse. Such Anglican teacher- 
nurses are available, A male teacher who had been trained at a 
Normal School and who had successful Provincial experience in 
some Province, with a wife who was a trained nurse, would also 
be suitable in this out-of-the-way village. I know that Doctor 
McQuarrie would like some one here who had regular training as 
a nurse, and I told him I was recommending a teacher-nurse in 
my report on the Gitladamicks School. Such a verson could 
no doubt live with the Missionary and his wife in the Mission 
House, In any case the need for a proper Indian day s¢éhool 
to accommodate at least forty children is urgent, and I hope 
that the Department will give favourable consideration to my 
recommendation.

The Indians are quite well aware that the teacher is 
neither able to control the children or to teach them. They do 
not trouble to see that the pupils attend regularly. In fact 
the attendance is highly irregular. The Register, which is well 
kept, shows that many children only attend for half a day, and 
even that ig not regular. The percentage attendance would apnear 
to be well below 50% in the winter quarters and far less in the 
summer time when many of the people are probably out of the village

For the past three years Inspector Barry has reported 
that the services of Rev. 5, Kinley, teacher of the Gitladamicks 
Indian Day School, are unsatisfactory. The Department has

However, the report of Mr. Barry's visit to this school 
on the 5th instant reads, in part, as follows:

In your letter of June 5 you enclosed Inspector 
Barry's report on his inspection of the Gitlakdemix 
Indian Day Sehool and it is noted that he again recom- 
mends that the services of the teacher terminate on the 
30th instant. 


In your covering letter you make no special 
reference to the Inspector's recommendation but from the 
information contained in your letters of January 10 and 
February 19 it is evident that you have been in communi- 
eation with Rt.

Dear Major MacKay:- 


As requested I have read with care 
Departmental letter 168-32A-1 dated August 13th last. 


The last two words of your letter of 
August 6th 15/8/7074 addressed to the Department, 
Paragraph 2 should read Gitlakdamix school. Mrs Smiley 
wishes to remain at the Massett school. 


The services of Mev. S. Kinley, the 
former teacher of the Gitlekdamix Indian Day §chool should 
not in my opinion be again made use of under any circumstances. 
A number of more or less adverse reports have been made on 
this man during the past five or six years. He has had no 
Normal School training nor does he hold a teacher's certificate 
in any Province in Canada. He is the Anglican Missionary 
in Gitlakdamix and of course the Rt. Rev. G.Rix is anxious 
that he be retained as teacher for in that way the lican 
Church is saved by far the greater part of Mr, Kinley's salary 
as Missionary. 


I have explained in earlier reports that the 
Indians as represented by their Council told the Indian Agent 
Mr. Gillett and myself that they wished for an efficient trained 
teacher. They wished in fact for two teachers, but I can not 
see my way clear to recommend two teachers this year, partly 
because of the need for economy and partly because I wish an 
experienced trained teacher to organize the school properly 
before the children are divided into two separate Divisions. 
The second teacher will probably be needed next year. The 
Indians told Mr Gillett and mgself that in any case they did not 
wish to have Mr Kinley even as the junior teacher. They consider

1947-48 and thereafter, shell while holding the same position 
held in 19h6-17 receive a lower salary than the total amount 
paid him in 1948-47", As Mrs, Wishart was receiving $131.00 
a teaching month previous to the inauguration of the salary 
schedule, the Department has continued to pay her at this 
rate and she is not entitled to any increase in salary until 
she produces evidence of holding a higher class of teaching 
certificate.

With reference to my letter of February 7th it will 
be appreciated if the Department will inform me as to 
whether or not my recommendation that the salaries for 
the teachers at the above mentioned school be paid as 
from February 5th. 


As explained in my letter mentioned above these 
teachers were considerably delayed in Prince Rupert due 
to weather conditions, which also necessitated the use 
of a chartered plane to reach the Gitlakdamix school. 
However these teachers left by chartered plane on February 
17th from Prince Rupert for Aiyansh. We have not had 
confirmation of their arrival but it is assumed that they 
have now taken over their duties.

My dear Mre Perry ,--The Indians here and at Gitlakdamike 
hed an united meeting yesterday for the purpose of discussing the 

school question, particularly as regards the erection of the school 
buildings now about to be put up at Aiyansh and Gitlakdanike. A depu- 
tation from the meeting waited upon me afterward with a request that I 


write to you immediately as follows: -- 


1. The Indians unitedly ask that no buildings shall be erected 
until after their clsims for an entire and final settlement be heard 
and adjusted. They set forth that the continual reception of Govern~ 
ment financids assistance is inconsistent with the position they have t 
taken up at the present time, and that such a course on their part is 
likely to prejudice their case or obscure the issue in its final consi- 


deration. 


2. They have definite ideas regarding education and look forward | 
to the acquisition of special facilities in this regard when a final 
settlement is made with them regarding their land &c. They claim that 
the government day school does not meet their requirements and does not 
produce results commensurate with the expenditure involved.

I em very much put out with the statement that the 
Depertment is not willing te ellew fer provisions while our 
work was in progress at the Lek-kelzep echool buildings. 

It will be remembered thet ovt original srrangement 
with the Department through you was te supply all materials fer 
this school,in return for which patronage the firm was prepared to 
undertake the personal supervision of the building,the foreman 
(myself) to receive wages at the rate of five dollers per dsy as 
e working unit. 

It wes then thought thet the system prevailing with the 
Provincial Gevernment of providing provisions where work was in 
progress beyond the reaches of ordinary civilization would apply 
in this case,end it wes with this in view that the firm undertook 
the work for the Indian Department,elthough thie was mt expressly 
stipuleted st the time of making the arrangement. 

Nor was it stipulated that the firm should sdvance from 
its own funds the wages due to the workers,but this was done 
vélunterily to expedite the work,and should not be overlooked 
by the Department. 

It is theught thet the least the Department can do ia te 
kindly reconsider this metter,and consent to the peyment of the 
extra 50 cents per dey during the time work wee in progress at 
Lak-kel zap.

The school buildings of the Nass Agency 
the most pert good substential structures and kept 
excellent condition both ingide and out. They are well 


supplied with the necessary furnishings and other school 


equipment. The children sppesr to be bright snd healthy / 


and clean snd comfirtebly clotheé, Their progrese in the 
different lines of work is for the most part satisfactory. 

The different villages of this egency all 
brought before the Royal Commission the question of the 
establishing of Indistriel schools somewhere in the Naas, 

At each villege where the meetings were held, they offered 
to give s site for the establishment of such an insti- 
tution wherever the Department might select. 

At Aiyanesh, Gitladamike and Gwinahe they are 
most anxious to hsve day schools establiked. In the pest 
the Indisns of these villages have Opposed this on the 
grounds that they would not have the schools established 
until the lend questiob hed been settled, but eas the Com- 
missioners informed them thst the establishment of the schools 
would in no way effect their eboriginel title, and as the 
Land Committee hee apparently failed, these Indians are now // 
fesicous that schools be established as roan as possible, 

They seem to reslize that the education of their children 
is a step in the right direction. I would respextfully sug- 


gest to the Department thst teachers be appointed to these 
villages ss soon #8 practicable,

Victoria Daily Times touching a disastrous fire which 
hes recently swept the mission premises,and that used 
for Indisn Day sehool work by Mr A.F. Priestly, off the 
village of Aiyansh,Vaas River, 

i have just returned from that distant settleme 
went where I have seen the damage wrought,end find that 
there is now no school premises available,with the 
exception of en old building once used for that purpose 
by the missionaries, 

As at this time of the year mail does not reach 
Aiyensh for several months unless some kirdly disposed 
traveller carries it for them,and in consideration of 
the existance of @ sawmill at Aiyansh where rough lume

I beg to transmit herewith,my report for 
the month of May, as follows:- 


GITLAKDAMIX 


At the present time school is carried on in 
a room in the mission house under conditions which 
are not entirely satisfactory both as regards 
accommodation and location. The present teacher, 
Rev. S. Kinley is not a trained teacher, and whilst 
he does his best to instruct the children, the 
school is not meking the progress it should, with 
the result that the Indians are dissatisfied, 
especially as they know other villages on the river 
have fully trained teachers in charge of the schools. 


I would strongly recommend, as I have done in 
previous reports, that a suitable school building be 
put up at the earliest opportunity, and that a fully 
trained teacher be appointed. 


A married man would be preferable, especially 
if his wife were a trained nurse capable of dispensing 
simple drugs, and attending to the needs of the sick 
in the village. Being cut off completely from the 
outside from November to April in each year on account 
of the winter freeze-up, the people of Gitlakdemix have 
a special plea in this regard, and the appointment of 4 
nurse or field matron would go fer in solving the problem 
of medical service for the Indians on the upper Nass.

Under present conditions, very 
little progress is made by the children attending school, 
as will be seen by Inspector Barry's letest report. 


In the event of a building being put up, I 
would suggest that suitable quarters be provided for the 
teacher and a trained nurse. The appointment of a nurse 
has been advicated in previous reports, and 1 would 
again emphasize this need.

Dear Major MacKay:- 


With reference to the proposed Indian Day School 
at Gitlakdamix on the Nass River, Skeena River Agency, which 
you have asked me to briefly report on, I may say that the 
provision of a cement basement is in my opinion out of the 
question, no matter how advantageous. The cost of transporting 
materials up the Nass River through three rapids makes it 
necessary to use as far as possible the lumber which can be 
prepared in the local Indian saw mill. 


I agree with your observations as contained in the 
last paragraph of your letter 15/8/4048 of June 50th 1938 
addressed to the Department. The provision of two good sized 
classrooms would be a great advantage. One of these could 
at first be mainly used for Vocational Work and Arts and Crafts. 
It would not be long before it was required as a classroom 
when the local Indians understand how much a trained teacher 
can do for their children, 


While provision should be made for a married teacher 
it might be well to have at least one extra bed room for an 
assistant teacher, for I feel certain that two teachers will 
be required within the first three years of the school's life, 
Mr Hoey is of course quite correct in his opinion that 50 pupils 
are too many for one teacher. In B.C. we try to have a second 
teacher when the attendance is over 35 and certainly when over 40 


A school with the above accommodation and in addition 
a small room for the usual "Drugs" which could be used as a 
dispensary, if placed on cedar post foundations leaving room 
in the basement for a simple Manual Training Shop lined with 
shiplap lumber, should not cost more in my opinion than around 
$5,000.00 leaving the balance available for the complete 
furnishing of the two classrooms with desks blackboards etc. 


I do not agree with Indian Agent Collison that 
the plan used at Kitselas should be followed. You have T 
believe a plan of a good two room Provincial Day School 
prepared by the Provincial Architect, while the Department 
has lately erected two schools of the type required, one at 
Port Simpson and one at Bella Bella, 
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w I agree with Mr Collison that the order for all 
rough lumber should be placed with the local Indians 
at as early a date as possible. These Indians will 
have to get the necessary logs to their saw mill. 


While the building of schools by contract is as 
a rule the best method, the peculiar circumstances 
of this village may incline the Department to follow 
the Indian Agent's advice. While many of the Indians 
build quite well there would of course be the need for 
a responsible "white" carpenter builder, who qould 
supervise and take part in the erection and remain at 
Gitlakdamix till the school was completed and painted. 
I know nothing of the man suggested by Mr Collison.

In the appropriation for the fiscal year 
1939-40 an amount of $6400.00 was provided for a 
new school at Gitlakdamiz. 


Recently Indian Agent Collison was written 
for the information which is required by the 
Surveys & Engineering Branch before plans can be 
prepared. For your information I enclose a copy of 
his reply. I should appreciate receiving any comments 
that you care to make in conneetion with the Agent's 
letter. I might add that I have also read your letter 
of June 30 last in connection with the erection of a 
school at this point. 


Is it possible for you to let me have an estinate 
of the probable cost of erecting 4 school at Gitlekdami x? 
As noted above the amount of $6400.00 is provided and 
under no circumstances does the Department wish this 
amount exceeded. 


We would prefer to place a cement basement under 
the building and use the basement for vocational training 
purposes. Owing to the high freight retes it would 
appear thet Indian Agent Collison does not consider this 
advisable. What is your opinion of the matter? If a 
basement cannot be provided possibly it would be prefereble 
to build a two-roomed school. I do not favour @ class 
room large enough to accommodate 50 pupils as this number 
is really too large for one teacher to handle.

I have to refer to lr. Hoey's letter of March 27th 
and subsequent correspondence in the matter of the erection 
of a new Day School at Gitlakdamix, Skeena River Agency. 
Plans have been drawn by Mr. Mitchell, the cerpenter-foreman 
engaged, along the lines of the Port Simpson Day School but 
somewhat smaller and with a few changes in order to bring the 
costs within the amount authorized, $6,000.00. Provision has 
been made for two classrooms, each to accommodate 52 pupils, 
which should be ample for sane years to come. 


Instead of cement piers, substantial cedar posts on 
cement blocks will be put in for the foundation. The present 
plan provides for one bedroom only, but as two teachers will 
undoubtedly be required, I have instructed the Agent to make 
provision for a second bedroom in the attic. Inspector Barry 
examined the plans in Prince Rupert recently and telegraphed 
recommending a second bedroom,and additional excavation to provide 
for a Manual Training room in the basement. 


In view of the likelihood that Coqualeetza will be 
discontinued as a Residential School and the necessity of pro- 
viding additional Day School accommodation, I consider the 
additions sugested at Gitlekdamix should be provided. It is not 
considered that the extra costs involved in making the above- 
mentioned changes should exceed $500.00, which, if approved, 
would bring the total estimate up to $6,500.00. The Agent has 
been given very definite instructions with respect to the 
necessity of keeping within the amount provided. I should 
appreciate being advised at the earliest possible date if 
construction may proceed allowing for the additional accommodation 
herein above referred to.

With regard to your memorandum of the 18th 
ultimo, regarding the above, it is noted thet the 
Indien Affaire Branch proposed to use the plans of 
the Belle Belle school for the building at Getlademixz, 
Saskatchewan. As the Belle Belle plans were prepared 
for particular site conditions, namely, solid rock st 
two feet below grade, it is felt that these plans 
would not suit the site oonditions et Getledeamix. Plans 
of a similer building with normal depth foundation 
walls have been prepared for the Maria Indian Reserve 
school, and it is felt that these plans would be more 
applicable to building conditions in Seskatchewan. 
Copies of these plans will be provided for use of the 
Indien Affairs Branch,if so desired. 


In connection with the erection of Indian 
Sehools by Indian Agents, where authority is granted to 
carry on construction without plans, or where plans of 
other schools are used without reference to this Service, 
it is felt that in all cases 4" weeping tile drains should 
be laid around the building et the level of the wall 
footings. ‘Thie drain should be graded to @ sump some 
distance from the building as 6 preceution against water 
infiltration through the basement walls or floor. 


It is also considered advisable that in all 
schools erected under the seme conditions that toilet 
accommodation should be provided for teachers, seperate 
from that assigned to the pupile.

I have to acknowledge receipt ofyour letter 
of Jan.10th 168-S2A-6 enclos Building Data form 
relative to the o-netruetion of the proposed day school 
building at Gitlakdamix on the upper Nass river. 


AS you may already be aware, the Indian 
Village of Gitlakdamix is situated about 67 miles 
Gistant up the Nass river from Mill Bay Cannery which 
is the nearest port of steamer call. Feom this point 
freignt is transported up river by Indien motor boats. 
Tne usual charge for river freight ie léy per 1b. and 
for lumber from $25. to $50.per tnousand feet. 


Some years ago, the Vepartment supplied the 
Gitlakdamix Indians with @ small eawaill with a 
eapacity of 5,000 feet per day. This mill cute for local 
needs when required. From this it will be seen that 
the Gost of transporting lumber and material from the 
Coast to Gitlakaamix reserve will be a heavy item in 
sonnection with thé construction of the proposed school. 

I would suggest if possible, ail rough luabe 
and heavy framing might be cut at the looal sawmill 
ieaving the hardwood flooring and other dressed iumber 
to be shipped from the coast. 

The Indians have a small planer in connection 
with the mill and might be able to supply the shiplap 
lumber required for the vouilding, but not the siding. 


In order to make this possible, it will be 
necessary to place tne order for lumber required with the 
mill at Gitlakdamix at the earliest opportunity, giving 
quantities, Ginensions etc. so that the Indians may hav 
ample time to get out the loge and proceed with sawing, 
particularly as the lumber should be dried before it is

With a few minor changes including increased olass- 
room accommodation for SO pupils, 1 would suggest that 
the plan of the Kitsolas day school and teacher's residence 
might be suitable for Gitlakdemizx. The cost of riwr 
freighting being so high, I would also recommend that a 
cedar post foundation be put in instead of cement. 


Due to the location and conditions of transportation, 
puilding by eamtract will probably be very @ msive, and 
I would suggest that the work ve carried out by day labor 
under the supervision of & responsible builder who should 
remain on the ground until the work is completed. In this 
connection 1 would suggest that the work be placed in the 
hm@mde of Mr.J.R.Mitohell of ?rince Rupert who has hed 
consideraple experience in the omstruction of day schools for 
the Department at Massett and Kitselas. 


It waula be advisable to employ Indians of the villace, 
aor of whom have a working knowledge of carpentry. This 
would give needed enploynent. 


Owing to the distance and ana expense of travel, 
it will be impossible for me to give frequent supervision 
to the work as I was able to in the case of the Kitselas 
day school.

In the estimates of 1941-42, I asked for an 
appropriation to construct cement walls in the basement of 
the Gitlakdamix school, to prevent it from flooding. After 
heavy rains, the floor is covered with water varying in 
depth from @ few inches to & foot. 


The basement, which contains the furnace and is 
used as a store room for the wood, measures Se'x16'x8'. It 
has a cement floor and board walls which are leaking. It 
will be necessary to have the walls only one foot above the 
surrounding ground. A @iagram is attached, giving the 
dimensions of each wall. The total measurement for an 8* 
wall is 14 cubic yards. The materials required are listed 
on form 37, which is attached herewith, showing the cost 
of same, together with a tender from MeCaffery's for cement.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 14th ultimo requesting authority to expend $475.00 
for the construction of a concrete basement for the 
Gitlakdamix School in order to prevent it from being flooded 
by heavy rains. 


In reply I would advise that after discussion 
of this matter with Mr. Inspector Barry, the item was 
deleted from your estimates for the current fiscal year. 
Mr. Inspector Coleman informs me that when he visited the 
school he found there was a tendency for the ground at the 
rear of the school to drain towards the building and bring about 
the condition complained of but that he discussed with you 
the matter of constructing a drain behind the school to carry 
away this water to some low ground or a small creek to one side 
of the building. It appars to me that if this could be done 
and it would remedy the situation, that it would be far less 
expensive than the work which you proposed to undertake. It 
would be appreciated if you would advise me if any attempt was 
made to construct the drain in question.

With reference to your letter of the ora 
nst., I beg to say that the ditch back of the school 
was cleared and deepened and it improved the situation 

as far as preventing water from going through the 
basement door was concerned, and we had tho it this 
was the only source of the trouble. The winter of 1941 
Mrs. Henderson discovered that the chief source of the 
flooding was through the front wall of the basement. I 
also verified this in October last. 


It is possible that the down pipe on the eave 
trough which enters the drain pipe near the front wall 
of the basement is the cause of the trouble. Ig it is 
this could be remedied by having another outlet from the 
drain near the down pipe to the back dtich. This would 
mean digging a ditch 4 proximately 75 feet long, varying 
in depth from 2 to 6 feet. I think it would also be 
necessary to place a board drain in the ditch approx- 
imately 6 inches x 4 inches, and it may also be adviseable 
yhen we have the ditch open near the school to put an 
extra lining of boards on the outside wall of the base- 
ment, arranging them so they would cover up the seams in 
the present wall.

I have your letter of the 22nd instant with 
reference to the Glen Vowell Indian Day School. 


Owing to conditions now confronting us it 
was only found possible to provide in the current 
year's appropriation an amount sufficient to pay 
the salaries of teachers of Indian day schools for 
a period of nine months during the current fiscal 
year. This applies to all Indian day schools in 
Canada. 


As a result of the decreased appropriation 
it was suggested that day schools remain closed 
during the month of September as in many cases the 
attendance is smallest during that month. It 
appears from the information contained in your 
letter that at Glen Vowell they always have a very 
regular attendance during that month. Consequently 
the Department would have no objection to allowing 
the school to be opened in September. However, it 
will have to be closed for some other month between 
September 1 and March 31 as the Department will only 
have funds for the payment of the teacher's salary 
for a period of six months between the dates just 
mentioned.

As you are aware, I came to Glen Vowell in the 
fall of 1899.

myself. In course of time it proved too small, and although

not in a position, from a financial standpoint, to build a 
better house, yet seeing to wait until I should be, would be 
disastrous to the work « I did manage to build another frame 
building, 16° x 24®. Which we have been using as a school 
building now since 1904, 

But now I am confronted by the same difficulty 
again viz., the building being too small and not properly 
ventilated, in fact altogether inadequate to accommodate the 
steady increasing aumber of children here. 

fherefore dear Sir, feeling that personally, I 
have done all that it was possible for me to do under the 
circumstances, and fully believing that it is not only your 
desire; but also the desire of the Department you represent, 
that the children showld have a chance, and be properly taught 
in a proper building, where health and sanitary conditions would 
be all that could be expected - I herewith take the liberty to 
ask for your help and influence to secure a school building 
for Glen Vosll, at the earliest possible date.
